HumphreyHelates 
Conflict Stands " -

GENEVA (AP)— Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey 
likened the American fighting in Vietnam today to the 
U.S. -stands In Berlin and Korea and told U.S. repre- 
sentatives in Geneva "we have nothlnR to apologize 
for." Humphrey injected Vietnam and European criti- 
cism ot U.S. policy in Asia into a 45-minulc talk to per; 
sonnel of the Amerlcon mission here on the first day 
of a two-weelc West Europea n' to iir. "This is a peace ad' 
ministration," Humphrey 



declared, "but a peace with 
honor administration," 

In Vietnam. Humphrey said, 
the United States is carrying out 
three objective!! of ihe U.N. 
Cliarteri! To auppresi- Dggres' 
sion, promote selfKletcrniitiatlon 
and assist in nation building. 

"Wt have not some . pax 
Americana in mind," he said. 
"We have no desire to be iho 
world's policeman." 

But he contended the United 
Slates had a commitment to 
Vicinam and "it we wchb" on 
commlimcnis "Ihcre will l»c no

A serie.1 of Red assaults and 
mortar barrages in Ihe delta, 
^including oneattack on the U, S. 
airfield near Can Tho, brought 
out a biasing display of U, 5. 
ground, sea and air power. The 
guerrilla attacks were met with 
fire from helicopter gunships, 
shpts from river patrol boats 
and a rain of bullets from lum- 
bering Cil transports mounting 
gunn that can each ipcw 6,000 
rounds a minute.

The Pentagon's insistence that Ameri- 
can bonibing in Vietnam is povemcd by 
a consttint effort to keep civilian casual- 
tics to a minimum has received support 
from a source known for its sympathy, 
with the war — the New York Times. , 
The well-known doctor and medical 
' writer tot the Times, Howard A. Rusk, 
M.D., asserts that the picture many 
, Americans have of Vietnam is a devas- 
tated country filled with napalm-scarred 
children "simply is not true." 

Rusk visited 20 civilian hospitals in 
South Vietnam, from the 17th parallel 
in the north to the Gutf of Slam In the 
souih, from an fsolntcd dispensary In the 
highlands to large provincial hospitals 

in the hottest war loncs. 

He personally saw every bum case 
In the 20 hospitals. 

"Amonp them' was not a sinf;le cnse 
of bums due io napalm and but two from 
phosphorus shells," ho reports. Furihor- 
more, "of the scores of American physi- 
cians queried, many had not seen a 
single cose of bums due to napalm and 
others had seen but a single case." 

For every case of buhis"" resulting from 
war, - says Rusk, there are scores of 
bums .rpsuUihg'-ft'Om gasoline This is 
because Inflation has made cooking fuel 
• v er y -'expensive and many Vietnamese 
pilfer, or buy gasoline. Their Inexpo 
rienco with Its use leads to tragic results. 

Monthly surveys of the country, he 
adds; Indicate that approximately 15 
per cent of all hospital admissions arc 
war casualties. The remaining 85 per 
. cent are for disease or accidents.
